: SOIL 

Boston City Council (Committee on Urban Renewal) holds two public hearings to 
evaluate competing proposals. Committee endorses Rouse-Thompson solution as 
realizing greatest potential for Boston's downtown. Support from business, 
professional, and preservation community. 


MARCH 
B.R.A. Director Robert Kenny recommends, and B.R.A. Board designates, Rouse 
Company (T.R.C.) as developer. Leasing and financing negotiations start. 


1975--JANUARY 
Chase Manhattan Bank seeks co-financing from Boston banks for $20,000,000 construc- 
tion loan. 


FEBRUARY 
Deadlines extended as Boston banks participate. Letter of agreement signed for 
initial financing. 


MARCH 
T.R.C. begins construction on exhibition space for Boston 200. 


AUGUST 
T.R.C. turns over Bicentennial keys to Boston 200 for Quincy building exhibition area. 


OCTOBER 


T.R.C. signs mortgage with banks and lease with city; preparations begin for balance 
of construction. Opening of exhibition The Revolution. 
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1975--NOVEMBER 

Construction begins on renovation of east half of ground level of Quincy Building. 
Twenty merchants agree to remain under special terms, relocating to the east end 
as work proceeds on the west end and on new glass canopies. 


1976--MAY 

Lease with McCue's Flower Market signed for Dock Square area. Major restaurant and 
shop leases completed. Financing approved, architectural drawings complete, work 
begins on restoration of South Market Street (Phase II). 


JULY-AUGUST 
Street paving, lights, and trees installed in South Market Street, as interiors are 
completed. 


AUGUST 26 


Re-dedication and opening: Ribbon Cutting Ceremonies involving Mayor White, B.R.A. 
Director Kenny, and thousands of Bostonians eager and hungry for Honest Boston Beef 
and real market atmosphere. Faneuil Hall Marketplace lives again!
